WASHINGTON, Sept

aiost remarkable and pathetic cages that 
baa aver been brought to the attention 
of the bureau of pensions Is that of 
William Newby, • private of Company D, 
Fortieth regiment, Illinois volunteers. 
Thla ngiment was commanded by the 
heroic Colonel Stephen O Hicks of Illi- 
nois, and was conspicnons for its gal- 
lantry at the battle of Shiloh Newby 
was in this battle on the oth of April, 
1988, and was reported killed in action. 
It seems, however that instead of being 
killed he received a severe wound of the 
tiead and was captured and sent to the 
rear by the Confederate forces, and was 
Imprisoned at Belle Isle, and was after- 
wards transferred to Andersonville. It 


that Newby was released m course 


•f time and was In poorhonses sft various 
parts of the south 


Given Passage to Cincinnati 


He was finally taken to Key West, Fla, 


by a gentleman who recognized Newby ae 
a kinsman 
Here he remained until some 


time In I860 when bis uncle died Newby 
wandered from place to place and finally 
turned up at Shreveport. La., while there 
the colored people made up a purse and 
he was given passage on a steamboat to 
Cincinnati On the way up tbe river the 
tteamboat landed at Shawneetown, Ills 
Newby hearing this name called out, 
teemed to recognize something that was 
tamihar and got off the boat From here 
he wandered to Kankakee, Ills , where he 
was In the poorhouse for a time, leaving 
this place he strnck out southward, and 
at last reached McLeansborough,Hamilton 
county, Ills , and was sent to the poor- 
house. During these years he was in a 
demented state bordering upon insanity 
as the suppressed result of the wo ind in 
the head 


Recognised by His Wife. 


In wondering about ha finally went 


aver into White county, and when he got 
•ear his old home was seen and recog- 
nized by two of his comrades who bad 
served in the regiment with him 
His 


wife was sent for and she identified him, 


did his relatives and many friends and 


comrades. After Newby was reported as 
killed in action, his wife applied for a 
pension and it was granted, and she has 
been drawing a widow's pension from the 
date of his reported death until the pres- 
ent time 
This soldier has filed a claim 


(or a pension and 4t is now receiving the 
consideration of the office, the claim of 
the widow being suspended in the mean- 
time. No discharge has ever been granted 
to the soldier and consideration of the 
pension claim is being postponed until 
luch time as tbe secretary of war shall 
(rant tbe man a discharge 


Will Probably Get His Pension. 


This soldier has been separated from 


Ills family for a period of twenty-nine 
rears, they believing all the while that 
he was dead, and now he turns up a for- 
lorn demented old man 
His case has 


tttracted great attention in the southern 
port of Illinois, and has excited the nni- 
rersal sympathy of all who have become 
icqualnted with it. He recently attend- 
ed a large reunion of old veterans of his 
county where the subject was universally 
discussed. The pension will, no doubt, 
toon be granted, and he will receive a 
lufficlent sum to smooth his way to the 
lad of his life

THE PRESIDENT FORCED TO ACT. 


A Beporl That Garcia Has Been Hanged 


Aronies the Malcontentl In the North- 
ern Fart of the Country «nd They Are, 
Joining the Forces of the Bevolutlon- 
liti—President Dial Orders the MMilnj 
of Troopi to Meet the Rebeli—Uncle 
Sam Has Something to Say. 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex , Sept 21 —The news 


received here yesterday from northern 
Mexico indicates that the revolution In 
that country is still in progress. The en- 
gagement near Mier between the invaders 
and government troops was not as serious 
as reported There was a pitched battle 
and a large number of shots were ex- 
changed, but the number killed outright 
is not thought to be large 
Catrlno Gar- 


la's reported fate has aroused the malcon- 
tents in the northern part of the republic, 
and they are joining the revolutionists In 
large numbers. 
The Mexican govern- 


ment is becoming uneasy at the aspect of 
affairs and there is no better evidence of 
this than the fact that President Dial has, 
through his seeietary of war, ordered a 
massing of troops in the northern part of 
the republic. 


Marching Upon Monterey 


Hundreds of thoroughly equipped sol- 


diers are now pouring into the states of 
Nuevo Leon and Taumilipas 
A large 


force hss been stationed at the towns of 
Carmago and Requero by the Mexican 
government to protect the citizens of those 
places The invaders are about fifty miles 
south o£ Carmago It is believed that 
they are marching noon Monterey, where 
the revolutionists have many sympa- 
thizers who will join them when they 
reach that section General Stanley, com- 
mander of the United States troops for 
the department of Texas stated yester- 
day that if the revolutionists were not 
successful in Mexico, they could not again 
take refuge in the United States, as Gen- 
e-al Ruiz Sandoval and the 100 who were 
the originators of the movement arranged 
their plans and started on their mission 
from this country 


Cannot Re-Enter the United States. 


Detachments from all the posts on this 


side of the Rio Grande border are patrol- 
ing the frontier to Intercept the revolu- 
tionists, should they return to this side. 
If captured in the United States they will 
be tried upon the charge ol violating the , 
neutrality laws 
The report reached here I 


late last night that the Mexican revolu-' 
tioniBt-s had a battle yesterday with troops 
near Monterev, but no confirmation of the 
rumor has yet been received The private 
dispatch giving this information states 
that many men were killed and wounded 
in the engagement 


To Reinforce Sandoval. 


Little credence is placed in this, as It is 


known that the main body of the revolu- 
tionists was in the vicinity of Camargo 
Saturday morning 
The Mexican refu- 


gees and malcontents on ibis side of tbe 
Rio Grande are going to the assistance of 
General Sandoval
